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ANOTHER BY-PRODUCT 


A writer in the current issue or The 


Nation calls attention to a by-product 
of the automobile industry which or- 
dinarily goes unmentioned—the utter 
ruination of tempers and manners 
•which the automobile seems to have 
brought to millions of good citizens. It 
is a point worth considering. 
There 


seems to be something inherent in the 
mere act of driving an automobile that 
makes a man feel that he is exempt 
from all, or nearly all, of the common 
requirements of courtesy and human 
decency. It applies to nearly all of us, 
and in the last few years it has pro- 
duced a set of road manners which 
would seem to justify the complaint 
that we are a nation of barbarians. 


Yet we are not, ordinarily, nearly as 


bad as we seem to be. Most of us, in 
the common round of daily life, are 
fairly well-disposed people. We have a 
fair amount of courtesy, we are not 
over-forward, we are quite willing to 
give the other fellow a break and to re- 
frain from pushing ourselves to 
the 


front-too blatantly. Put one of us be- 
hind the wheel of an automobile, how- 
ever, and what happens? Dr. Jekyll 
vanishes and Mr. Hyde comes tearing 
to the front, grinding his "teeth, clench- 
ing his fists and muttering 
swear 


words. The mildest of men is trans- 
formed into a ruthless autocrat, de- 
manding that all other motorists on 
the highway give way before him. 


Really, it is amazing the way our 


dispositions change for the worse. We 
will put on an extra burst of speed to 
keep the other fellow from 
crossing 


ahead of us. With an hour in which to 
make a 15-minute drive we will jockey 
for 10-second advantages as if the fate 
of the nation hung on our speed. 
If 


some luckless soul stalls his engine, 
runs out of gas or encounters a mechan- 
ical defect that stops him in his tracks, 
do we offer to help him, or at least be- 
stow our sympathy on him? Not much 
—we yell at him, and toot our horns 
and mutter in our beards as if he were 
the most fiendish criminal of the ages. 


To list all the ways in which we 


show our boorishness on the highways 
would take all day. You can doubtless 
make up your own list—and if you do 
it carefully and honestly, the chances 
are you will be surprised at your own 
lack of manners. All of us display a 
surliness and a selfishness as drivers 
that we would never dream of display- 
ing in any other field. This is more 
than just a matter for melancholy re- 
gret. Our automobiles are killing more 
than 30,000 people a year, and a great 
many of these 30,000 would still be 
alive if it were not for this national 
habit of selfishness on the highway. In 
any safety campaign the restoration of 
simple, old-fashioned courtesv must be 
the first big step. Until we regain our 
manners our death toll will continue to 
be a national scandal. 


UNIFORM STATE LAWS 


Commissioners on 
uniform state 


laws, meeting recently in Chicago, 
found plenty of subject-matter for dis- 
cussion. The situation was well stated 
by George B. Young, an attorney of 
Montpelier, Vt., who said: 
"Faster 


transportation and improved commu- 
nications are knitting the states closer 
and closer together. There is a constant 
increase in interstate travel. Seventy- 
five years ago business was vastly 
more localized than it is now. Commer- 
cial and social relations bring us con- 
tinually closer. Therefore it is impor- 
tant that in matters which affect in- 
terstate business and social relations, 
" modern America should have uniform- 
. it}- of legal regulation. 
Conflicting 


laws in such matters means chaos, con- 
fusion, loss of time, loss of money." 


Much was hoped for along this line 


a few years ago through the "congress 


all the 


states, meeting in conference once a 
year and keeping in touch with regard 
to laws and practices requiring great- 
er uniformity. But somehow this unof- 
ficial organization has not fulfilled its 
promise. It is right and wise not to 
make the states too much alike. Their 
individuality is a national asset. Com- 
plete uniformity is probably a greater 
danger in this country than state and 
sectional differences. By differentiation 
•vve enrich our life. But there are many 
practical matters not affecting char- 
acter in which uniformity is very de- 
sirable, and it is better to accomplish 
such improvements by voluntary state 
action than by federal action.

HISTORY OF STEEL 


American history is usually written 


around the careers of certain 
famous 


men. 
Study the biographies of such 


men as Washington, Lincoln and 
Roosevelt and you will have a very 
fair notion of the things that have 
happened in your country's life. There 
is another method of approach, how- 
ever, that has not been exploited yet. 
By tracing the development of certain 
industries you could do the same 
thing in quite as interesting a way—• 
and, at the same time, turn up a lot of 
facts that the traditional method over- 
looks. This thought is provoked by 
Samuel Crowther's remark, in the cur- 
rent issue of World's Work, that some- 
time during the present year this coun- 
try produced its billionth ton of fin- 
ished steel. The remark becomes more 
stimulating when Mr. Crowther goes 
on to say that it has taken since 1810 
to make that much steel, but that more 
than half of the total has been account- 
ed for during the past 12 years. 


.Trace the history of steel produc- 


tion, from the making of that first ton 
back in 1810 to the present day, and 
you would have a very fair picture of 
the development of the nation. At the 
beginning you would see a thinly- 
settled agricultural 
land 
struggling 


painfully to industrialize itself. 
You 


would see it using foreign capital to 
do it, dotting the eastern landscape 
with small mills, slowly pushing its 
way west as the tremendous iron de- 
posits of Michigan and Minnesota be- 
gan to come into use. 
You would see 


the emergence of great industrialists, 
and as the industry grew to greater di- 
mensions the influence of the financier 
and the promoter on the country's in- 
dustrial life would become clear. 


The history would explain the devel- 


opment of Pittsburgh, of Gary, of the 
Mahoning Valley, of Great . Lakes 
transportation. It would give a picture 
of the industrial renaissance in the 
"new south," around Birmingham. A 
thoroughgoing discussion of "Pitts- 
burgh Plus" would contain many sig- 
nificant facts affecting all the rest of 
the nation. So, too, would the story of 
the last dozen years, when more steel 
was produced than during the entire 
preceding century. To explain the rea- 
sons for that amazing increase in pro- 
duction, the historian would have to 
enlarge on the new uses for steel—the 
automobile, the skyscraper and so on. 
He \vould come down to the present 
great development of the steel pipe 
business, which will have a very pro- 
found influence on American life dur- 
ing the next few decades. 


All in all, a history of steel would be 


a very fair history of America. 
It 


might miss some of the battles and 
some of the "statesmen," but it would 
give us most of the essentials.

BATTLE OF BULL RUN 


On Aug. 29, 1862, tha Confederate forces under 


General Robert E. JLee badly defeated the Union 
forces under General Pope in the Second Battle 
of 
Bull Run, called by historians one of the 


bloodiest battles of the Civil "War. 


Pope, because of his previous good service, 


-was put in command of a. newly-organized force, 
the "Army of Virginia," intended to operate 
against Richmond. He moved against Jackson, 
Confederate general, in the hope he would meet 
him. before reinforcements arrived. But Jackson 
had beaten him to it. In this predicament Pope 
himself asked for reinforcements and additional 
supplies 
of ammunition, but failed to receive 


them in time. 


Pope was severely beaten and his forces driv- 


en back. Just 13 months before this, the Army 
of the Potomac was defeated on the same battle- 
field. Pope now led his men back to the defense 
of "Washington. The campaign had cost him at 
least 15,000 men. The Confederate loss was esti- 
mated as probably above 10,000. In spite of the 
Federal rout. General Longstreet, Confederate

Jy or indirectly. In the battle o? high 
porrer ar>i clear channels scheduled 
to commence on Sept 15, before the 
Tederal Radio commission. 


Directly involved in the controver- 


fy are twenty-five stations* compet- 
ing for the* eight clear channels on 
tvbich the commission ha« promised 
operation: of fifty kilowatts. It l}e- 
eame known today when the official 
docket of hearings was made public. 


The battler for super-power •will 


feature the fall term of hearings and 
a multitude of interesting:, but In- 
tricate, legal and engineering ques- 
tions relating to the nation's broad- 
castiag sen-ice -will have to be de- 
cided. The fight ss the outgrowth of 
the commission's action of last June 
in promulgating an order declaring 
that power in excess of twenty-five 
kilowatts will be permitted on but 
twenty o? the forty clear channels 
set aside on Nov. 11, 19:?, for na- 
tional radio service. 


FOUR TO ZOXE 


Specifically, the June order limits 


the high power channels to four for 
each of the five radio zones. 


The commission, after heated dis- 


cussions, this week decided that sta- 
tions now licensed to use fifty kilo- 
watts or holding construction per- 
mits for such power, will not have 
their positions jeopardized 
in the 


forthcoming free-for-all fight. This 
ruling makes secure the positions of 
stations "WABC.

In the first zone; stations KDKA, j 
Pittsburgh, Pa.; -WTA3I, Cleveland, 
Ohio, and TVT.TV, Cincinnati, Ohio; in 
the second zone; stations 
"UT3AP. 


Fort "Worth: TVFAA, Dallas: and 
TVOAI, San Antonio; !n the third 
zone; stations KMOX St. Louis. Mo.; 
and "SVX.S and fVKNTJ, Chicago; in 
the fourth zone; and stations KFT. 
las Angeles, Calif.; and KXX. Holly- 
wood. Calif.; in the fifth zone. 


In the first zone, comprising Xew 


York, Maryland, Xew Jersey and 
the Xew England states, stations! 
"WHAM, Rochester, X. Y., TTBZ, j 
Boston, Mass.; and WOR, Xeward, 
X. J., are competing for the one 
assignment remaining available. In 
the second zone, stations \v \% J, De- 
troit, Mich.; "VTRVA, Eichmond, Va.; 
"WHAS, Louisville, Ky.; and "WCAT7, 
Philadelphia, Pa.; are battling for 
the single assignment open in that 
zone. 


Stations "WAPI, Birmingham. Ala.; 


TVSM, Xashville. Tenn.: TVSB, At- 
lanta, Ga.; TTBT, Charlotte, X. C.; 
KVOO, Tulsa, Okla.; and TTREC. 
Memphis, Tenn.; are fighting it out 
for the two assignments open in the 
third zone. 


While the third zone controversy 


•will be spirited, indeed, the real 
fighting 
-will take place among 


fourth zone stations. For the two 
positions remaining available in that 
zons are stations TVMAQ, Chicago; 
•WHO-"WOC, Des Moines, Ia_; "WTMJ, 
Milwaukee, TVis.; TVGX, Chicago; 
TVBBM, Chicago; and "VTCCO, Min- 
neapolis, Minn.? are in direct con- 
flict. In the fifth zone the commis- 
sion must pick two from the four 
stations applying — stations KGO, 
San Francisco, Calif.; KHJ, L-os An- 
geles, Calif.; KFEC, San Francisco, 
Calif.; and KOA, Denver, Colo.—and 
of these only KOA and KGO are now 
on clear channels.

Legs 
and back begin to ache and motion 
becomes imperative.

Three dr:aks :n ten minutes is siUy. 
Xo. You can't race up and down 
the aisles. Xo. You can't stand up^ 
in the seat. Let the curtain alone 
Goodness, what a child. Sit still, I 
tell you." 


But the child cannot sit still, Xa- 


ture is demanding that he be active, 
that he move about and do some- 
thing. It is not possible to do much 
moving about in a train but if one 
carried a bag fuU of interesting 
things for the child to use during the 
trip, life would fce brighter for ev- 
erybody. 


According to the age of the child 


you select the book, the .toy, the 
game that is to help pass the long 
hours. Dolls, new ones of course 
are fine: a nest of boxes with a prize 
in the last; a funny folding paper 
favor: a puzzle; a drawing slate; a 
kaleidoscope; a picture book. It is 
best to have the things new so that 
interest in them is stronger. 


Little child-en ought not to be tak- 


en to r>!aces where it is necessary 
that they sit still for any length of 
time. Church is no place for a rest- 
less child, a. concert or a lecture, 
any place where the conditions de- 
mand ^i'ence is not the place for a 
little child. I have no fear that the 
ch;;d will rot get training in sit- 
ting still- He gets more of that sort 
than of any other. The danger lies 
in getting too much sitting still and 
not enough activity. 


It is necessary too, to teach a child 


consideration of others. But mak- 
ing him sit still will not do that. It 
will make him hate the person who 
makes him suffer so, and it will 


make him bate the place that called 
out tfc« punishing circumstances. 


Provide for tfce child's needs for 


activity, consider well toe place ar.d 
circumstances into which you plan 
taking him, and remember his need. 
Don't make his sit still for ar.y 
length of time. It results in frayed 
and bad habits.

Xew York —(CPA)— One of the in- 


teresting repercussions of the gener- 
al decline In interest rates to the 
lowest level in years, has been to 
force the United States treasury de- 
partment virtually to abandon pur- 
chases of its securities through use 
of the sinking fund and to adopt a 
new method of applying that fund 
for debt cancellations. 


The indications are that the gov- 


ernment will elect to call one of Its 
note issues for redemption in March 
and apply the sinking fund to part 
payment of such redemptions, in- 
stead of using it to make open mar- 
ket purchases. 


During the early part of this year 


the treasury was quite active in op- 
en market sinking fund purchases of 
its outstanding issues. Those pur- 
chases, it was learned today, con- 
verged on United States treasury 3* 
p.er cent notes, series "A", due on 
March 15, 1932, but redeemable on 
any interest date on. or .- ,.er ilarch 
15, 1930 i_pon six months notice. 
These purchases between Dec. 31, 
1929 and Aug. 1. 1930, reached the 
substantial amount" of $283,000,000. 
The original amount of the issue 
was $1,360,456,450. The amount out- 
standing is only $649,000,000. 


SELLIXG AT PREMIUM 


The notes are now selling at a 


premium, a fact which renders i.ur- 
chase in the open market through 
the sinking fund, a rather expensive 
operation. A more economical meth- 
od would be to accumulate funds and 
retire securities available for call 
through outright redemption at pax. 
That is what the treasury is under- 
stood to have decided to do. Its 
purchases of its securities through 
sinking fund operations are under- 
stood to have totalled only $25,000,- 
000 from July 1, the beginning of the 
new fiscal year, to Aug. 22, last.

These are sold "for magi- 
cal purposes only" and the solicitor's 
office doesn't see how the vendors 
can be prosecuted for operating a. 
fraudulent scheme because the goods 
are as advertised. 


Fake medicines come under the

schemes, however. The Nation ar- 
ticle described the business done in 
strange herbs. 


Several hundred firms are doing 


mail order business in contracep- 
tives, despite the postal provisions 
against dissemination of birth con- 
trol information and devices, accord- 
ing to Telco. It is pointed out that 
scientific works on the subject are 
barred, but that mail order business 
in harmful or poisonous compounds 
is thereby stimulated.

mails, Mr. Kelly says fraud orders 
are always issued when the depart- 
ment gets evidence of a fraudulent 
scheme.

his theory of the situation, and in- 
cidentally drew attention to a fun- 
damental weakness in the market 
structure. 
That is the failure of 


other elements, including American 
domestic sugar producers, to coop- 
erate with the Cuban industry to 
remedy conditions which have forced 
sugar to the lowest price in history. 


Cuban raw sugar, which makes 


the market for nearly all of the 
world, is selling for a fraction above 
one cent a pound. Even in that low 
cost country it is below the cost of 
production. 


Mr. Chadbourne's idea is that in- 


stead of letting Cuba shoulder the 
full task of leading the industry 
from the wilderness, sugar growers 
of the world should unite to curtail 
production. He realizes that cooper- 
ation of American domestic and insu- 
lar producers is necessary i£ the 
rest of the sugar world is to join 
the movement. 


WOULD HOLD PARLEY 


His present effort, therefore, is 


aimed at bringing producers of this 
country. Porto Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippines, into agreement and arm- 
ed with this assurance to approach 
the Dutch growers in the East In- 
dies to get their cooperation. 
If 


the Dutch, the Cubans and the Am- 
erican domestic and insular produc- 
cers get together, he feels that a pro- 
rata basis can be affected. 


Theoretically the idea is sound 


but whether it will prove practical 
will depend upon the producers them 
selves. American beet and cane sug- 
ar men must support the movement 
to insure success.

movement to curtail production is 
not visionary, is proved by the suc- 
cess of the oil industry in its volun- 
tary movement to cut output.

It \iill con- 
tain 105 classrooms, each accommo- 
dating from SO to 90 students, and 
14 lecture rooms, each one capable 
of seating from 200 to 500 students. 
It will have 52 laboratories and 12 
department libraries. It will be pos- 
sible for it to accomodate 9000 stu- 
dents at one time.

Friends and alumni contributed 


the huge sums that have gone Into 


the building. Chancellor Bowman 
faced huge difficulties in «ettin« the 
cathedral under way. in transferring 
his own enthusiasm to men who 
could give money for the project, 
in fighting prejudice* to such » type 
of building. It was a decade ago that 
the plan was born in his mind, and 
four years ago that work actually 
got under way: but Etill the building 
is not finished. 


Obstacles continued to arise as 


the work progressed. Bat Chancellor 
Bowman, -who has been a teacher 
in a jw>aii country school, reporter 
on a night police beat for a news- 
paper, and head of the American 
College of Surgeons, stuck by his 
guns. He had evisioned his skyscap- 
er university as one- of the greatest 
educational centers the world has 
ever known, and he clung to his 
plan. 


"I earnestly believe that the uni- 


versity will make Pittsburgh a. bet- 
ter cny and will lift the level of 
learning," he says. 
" "Education is a compass that 
guides men on the sea of life. Our 
greatest problem is the numberless 
thousands in a. large city that drift 
in an uncharted course in life with 
no definite goal in view.

stood inspection for

liam D- Terre, chief of the radio divi- 
s'"on of the department of commerce, 
who will boss this unique traffic cop. 


This master radio traffic cop is a 


complex machine: constructed from 


" funds appropriated by congress. The 


Grand Island location was selected 
after many exacting 
tests for pur- 


pose of finding a proper location in 
the center of the United States. The 
policeman's duty •will be to ascertain 
the frequency stability of thousands 
of radio transmitting sets on land, 
on ships and in the air. 
It will report Immediately and ac- 


curately all 
deviations from 
fre- 


quencies assigned to stations by the 
United States government. 


Th« building housing the Grand Is- 


land monitoring station occupies a 
tract of land 50 acres In area, pur- 
chased by the government more than 
a year ago. Commissioner Lafount 
believes however, that the govern- 
ment should take steps 
at once to 


purchase an additional one hundred 
acres of land at Grand 
Island and 


prepare to erect at 
least two more 


multiple double type directional an- 
tennae to supplement the one now 
nearly completed. 


The construction -work now nearly 


completed, Is highly complimented 
by Commissioner Lafount in his let- 
ter to Chief Terrell. 
"I know of nothing 
more Impor- 


tant to the 
development and ad- 


vancement of radio art than the es- 
tablishing of a monitoring 
station 


such as you are constructing," 
the 


letter stated. "The information that 
•will be available when this station is 
completed will be very helpful, not 
only to your division, but on other 
departments of the government In- 
cluding the federal radio commission. 
I congratulate and commend you up- 
on the work you are undertaking." 


In the regulation 
of radio, the 


commission has set up standards of 
frequency stability. These must be 
rigidly adhered to If good broadcast- 
ing, efficient commercial communica- 
tion, and proper 
contact between 


ship and plane 
and land Is to be 


maintained. Stations straying from 
their assigned frequencies, beyond 
the tolerance limits 
set up by the 


government, are guilty of violations 
of regulations and subject to penal- 
ties provided by law. It will be one 
of the principal Jobs 
of this giant 


radio policeman to detect such viola- 
tions and record them in evidentiarv 
form In order that violators may foe 
punished expeditiously and the radio 
highways kept free from undu» in- 
terference.

Washington—Paper manufacturers 


in the Fox river district of Wiscon- 
sin today were given a setback in 
their efforts to control the Oklahoma 
market when the interstate com- 
merce commission handed down a 
decision asserting that freight rates 
on paper from Hamilton, Ohio, to 
Oklahoma, favor Wisconsin cities. 


The «wnm!ss!on ordered the rail- 


roads to ;top the alleged discrimin- 
ation against Hamilton. 


The decision was made in a coai- 


plaint brought by the Champion Coat 
ed Paper company and Champion 
Fibre company, of Hamilton. Inter- 
ests In cities near Hamilton, among 
them Dayton, intervened and sought 
to Influence the commission in de- 
ciding that they were being discrim- 


inated against a* much as was Ham- 
ilton, but the commission ruled that 
only Hamilton had proved discrim- 
ination. 


The Fox river group was aided In 


the fight by the Wisconsin Paper and 
Pulp Uanapfacturers' Traffic assoda 
tion. 


The Fox river group ha* been en- 


joying a rate from five to Si cents 
lower than Hamilton's rate. 


The Wisconsin group sought to 


have the commission Increase the 
rate from Hamilton, while it 
at- 


tempted to get a lower rate for it- 
self. 


Keen competition for the Oklaho- 


ma market was eafd to exist between 
the Fox river group and the Hamil- 
ton companies.
